The Danger 


TN HIS SENIOR YEAR at college, when Britain 
1 and her Commonwealth partners ware fighting 
along against Hitler and his Nazi hordes. President 
Kennedy wrote a book entitled “Why England Slept." 

In his book. Mr. Kennedy, whose only claim to 
fame at the time it was published in 1940 was that 
he was the son o t the ambassador to Britain, 
attempts to analyze why England was so ill-prepared 
for war in 1939. 

His conclusion was that England was caught 
unready because she was a democracy, a form of 
government which he described as one superior to 
totalitarianism because it was based on respect for 
man as a reasonable being but dangerously weak In 
preparing for war because it was a system essentially 
geared to peace. 

If democracies were to survive, he found, their 
weaknesses must be recognized and corrected. “It 
Is our problem.” he wrote, “to find a method of 
protecting them in a world at war.” 

Though not claiming to have found the answers 
to the problem at that time. Mr Kennedy goes so 
far as to say that If the democracies succeeded in 
winning the 1939 war, they must not be allowed to 
revert to the ways of weakness again. The United 
States, he asserted, must profit from the mistakes 
of England and “be prepared to take our part In 
setting up a world order that will prevent the rfat 
of a militaristic dictatorship.”

Many things have changed, since Mr. Kennedy 
wrote those words. In the Intervening years he 
himself has been many things; a college student, a 
naval officer, a senator and now, president of the 
United States. Hto career haa been remarkable, but 
even more remarkable to that hto views on the 
necesaity of eradicating the weaknesses of democracy 
remain completely unchanged

It 11 
ii'or<om4calFand easy to cook 
However, betauae it la killed 
by bleeding, this meat re- 
(| ulre* some attention arid 
should not Just be thrown into 
the oven or the frying pan 
willy-nilly. The flavor can he 
improved immeasurably by 
the use of herb* and spices.

minutes to the pound 

If the idea of the cloves does 
not appeal to you. try a Utile 
Rosemary or Sage arhfcii you 
an rub into -the with 

the mil and pepper The 
shoulder and leg roast of pork 
an be prepared In the same 
way but for my money the 
leg roast has one definite ad¬ 
vantage—it an be purchased 
with the outer skin or crack 
ling on It The preparation 
for cooking is simple*using 
a sharp knife, score the rind 
arroas the roast, making Inci¬ 
sions at intervals whMi cor 
respond to the Ihlrknaas of 
the slices to be served when 
the roast Is carved. Season the 
roast in your favorite man-1 
ner and cook as outlined in 
the reHpe above. 

With pork I Invariably 
serve apple muce and to give 
variety I will sometimes add 
horseradish sauce to it. If 1 
do not serve applesaure. I 
wrlU add fcUcecT apples to the 
roasting pan during the last 
half hour that the roast is 
cooking. If you try this, re¬ 
member to remove most of 
the excess fat from the pan! 
before adding the apples. 
Another item that Is good 
with roast pork Is savoury 
pudding — lids la basically | 
Yorkshire Pudding to which, 
you Slid Summer Savoury 
and or sage and cook In the 
usual way, but make sure that 
you have the (at good and 
hot.

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Son? Late, Reap Early

J think the question which 
bother* the novKr hobby gardener 
more than anything eke w w hen to 
pul hii iffdi in (he ground Garden 
hooka aren't much help here, (or they 
all seem to aaaume every gardener U 
the proud owner of a^poah green ho ua* 
with thermoatatlpaBy controlled heat 
and auLomatK* ventilation. If you 
don't have any glass. you are an 
Inferior creature from outer dark* 
neaa, beyond the pale and unfit to 
mingle with the elite. 

Moat of ua are forced to gel along 
without aa much aa a caktframe to 
raise our aeedhngi in, and yat we 
aeem to make a go of it somehow. 
The trick la to become a Johnny- 
come-lately, sowing Late rather toap 
early and going by the texture and 
wafmth of the soil ralher than by any 
date on the calendar. 

* * a 

It never cease* to amaie me how 
much faster plant■ teem to grow 
when the towing is delayed until the 
aoli fe really warftt and has lost some 
of ila exreaa spring moisture. Time 
and time again I have seen plants 
from a late sowing overtake and paw 
those from an earlier lowing which 
have been checked in their growth by 
cold spring winds, their leaves taking 
on a blue, pinched look. 


We had a good example of this In 
last yaar ■ free wad offer of hybrid 
nnnia. We had a spot of cool wet 
weather In earl/ May last yaar about 
die lime the zinnia aroda were mailed 
out. and thoae upland coming reader■ 
who bunged the veda In the ground 
right off the bat dkln't have too much 
luck with their plants, while thoae 
laggards who waited for summery 
weather were moat enthusiastic over 
their flowers. 

On the other hand, there aze some 
seeds which can be planted In almost 
liquid mud and still make a showing 
of sorts onion and parsnip seed, 
smooth s eeded peas, black seeded 
■weet peas ibut not the kinds with 
white, grey or fawn-colored s eeds), 
snapdragons, cornflowers and the 
like Even these, will do a lot better 
If given mote congenial germinating 
conditions. 

Tlie beat accessory for the glass¬ 
iest gardener la a apecially cou¬ 
nt rurted seed bed for the raising of 
wrdlingR which can be transplanted 
later to their proper growing dies. 
It doesn't have to be a big bed you 
can raise a surprising number of 
baby plants in a patch no larger than 
your dinner table -but K must have 
really good drainage and some pro¬ 
tection from the cold winds of spring. 
And. of course. It miat lie In full sun. 


The Ideal dte fbr auch a bed J la 
up against a tall fence or wall facing 
the south, with no overhanging tree 
branches to cast any shade. The wall 
will shield the seedlings from that bit¬ 
ter northeast wind we often get In 
April and early May and will radiate 
considerable stored heat through cool 
nights. 

* * * 

It Is beat to raise the bed six 
Inches or so above the surrounding 
soil level, using old liynber. stones or 
even slabs of sod for retaining , 
walls. Rather than using the native 
backyard dirt. th4 bed should be 
filled with "mad^ aoil a mixture 
of good loam, sand and peat moss, 
much aa you would use for pot plants 
Indoors, and enriched with a little 
time and superphosphate 

It la almost unbelievable what can 
be done with *uch a simple seed bed. 
With ks excellent (kutnage. the soil 
will become workable a good month 
before the rest of the garden and 
many of the hardier ta b can go In 
as early as March. 

* * * 

When the raising of the spring 
plants Is completed, the Ikile bed can 
be put to good use through thf sum¬ 
mer monthi for the growing of pecerv 
mals from need and for the propaga¬ 
tion of cuttings.

the proud twvrrr of s posh greenhouse 
with thermostatically -controlled heat 
and automatic ventilation tt you 
don't have any glass, vdu are an 
Inferior creature from outer dark¬ 
ness. beyond the pale and unfit to 
mingle with the elite 

Most of us are forced to get along 
without as much as a cold frame to 
raise our seedlings In. and yet we 
seem to make a go of It somehow. 
The trick is to become a Johnny 
cnme-lately. sowing late rather than 
early and going by the texture and 
♦warmth of the soil rather than by any 
date on the calendar 


It Is best to raise the bed six 
Inrhea or no above (he surrounding 
soil level using old lumber, stone* or 
rvec slab* of sod for the retaining 
walla Rather than using the native 
backyard dirt, the bed should be 
filled with ‘‘made” soil—a mixture 
of good loam, sand and peat most, 
much as you would use for pot plants 
indoor* and enriched with a httle 
lime and superphosphate 

It is almost unbelievable what can 
be done with soch a simple seed bed. 
With Hj excel Writ drainage the soil 
will become workable a good month 
before the rest of the garden and 
many of the hardier seeds nn go In 
as early as March. 


It never erase* to amaze me how 
much faster plant* seem to gniw 
when the sowing is delayed until the 
u>lt Is really warm snd has lost some 
of It* exrean spring moisture Time 
and time again I nave seen plants 
from a late sowing overtake and pass 
those from sn earlier sowing which 
have been checked In their growth by 
cold spring wind*, their leaves taking 
on a blue, pinched look. 


When the raising of the spring 
plants is completed, the little bed can 
be put to good use through the sum¬ 
mer months for the growing of peren¬ 
nials from acid and lor the piupaga- 
ttern of cuttings.
